WAR. 


THE NEED FOR AN OCEAN PORT. 


' . 
(By ALASDAIR McCABE.) 


HE  imtense for 

supremacy in the Atlantic is 
intriguing the transport world... The 
British Islands, facing the two Americas 
-and lying astride the greatest commercial 
highway, have an immediate and vital 
interest in the struggle, although probably 
not one in every thousand of our people 
fully realises the fact. To most of us the 
deci ion of a British shipping line to 
build a bigger and faster liner in repiy 
to the Bremen, or the attempt to link up 
an Irish Atlantic port by air with London, 


struggle 


means no more than an advertising 
‘‘stunt.’’ In transport circles, however, 
it is clearly understood that these two 


events are the first big moves in-a struggle 
that is to decide not only the question of 
national supremacy in the Atlantic, but 
that of machine supremacy asywell. They 
are, in fact, the preliminaries to a war 
in which the merits and possibilities oí 
every method of transport will be tested 
to the full; for valuable prizes are at 
stake, as well as the national prestige of 
the participants. 


THE OBJECTIVE. 


What is the object.of this shipping war, 
and why does it so vitally concern us in 
these islands? As regards the object, it 


may be summed up in four words— “ The. 


(merican tourist traffic.””. Affluence and 
acquaintance, resulting from the war, has 
heen responsible for increasing the flow 
of American holiday-makers to Europe 
from thousands to hundreds of thousands 
yearly. The traffic has become a mine of 
wealth to the trans-Atlantic shipping coin- 
panies—so much so, indeed, that their 
energies are being bent almost to breaking 
point to retain their share or to capture 
more of it. Ordinary ocean traffic has 
been relegated to a position of secondary 
importance in the minds of those directing 
the destinies of these big shipping Jines ; 
lor it is recognised that the possibilities 
of the tourist traffic to-day are nothing 
to what they might be were the two 
Continents linked up by a speed service 
that would tempt the American masses. to 
take their holidays over here. The great 
majority of those who “do,” or would 
“do,” Europe annually, tic. by time and 
limited resources, like to see as much as 
possible of the Continent on their trip 
Two weeks of their holiday are now 
consumed in a monotonous ocean voyage. 
so that. unless they have a few months 
available, their time for sight-seeing or 
visiting our playgrounds is very short. 


SPEED AND STILL MORE SPEED. 


The present Atlantic speed war had its 
origin in the anxiety of the shipping 
companies not only to appeal to this class 
of tourist, but to encourage such traffic 
to Europe generally. It is not so much 
that tourists demand speed as that the 
shipping people have made up their minds 
to give it tu them. . Their ambition is 
evidently to reduce the ocean crossing to 
a few days, and thereby to popularise 
and make -practicable the. ‘‘month’s 
holidays in Europe” idea amongst the 
\merican The chances are that 
we shall see the ambitions of the shipping 
companies realised within a very short 
time. Such experts as Major Segrave 
anticipate revolutionary developments in 
he design and speed of liners as a result 
of recent experiments with craft of the 
gpeed-boat type. 

It is thit aspect of the speed war that 
must, in the nature of things, vitally 
concern Ireland, since nature has given us 
some rare positional advantages over 
European tivals. We are at the sea 
uateway of Northern and Central Europe. 
Treland isthe nearest country on this side 
of the Atlantic to inhabited America. 
We have magnificent ocean harbours, 
conveniently ‘situated for trans-Atlantic 
shipping. Our western coast is free from 
fogs. We are on the direct route between 
the wealthiest and most populous areas in 
North America and Europe. 

So far as direct air traffic between 
Europe and America is concerned these 
advantages are not likely to be of great 
account, for two reasons. The first is that 
the North Atlantic is not, and probably 
never will be, favourable to air transport 
in any shape or form. The other is that 
such trans-Atlantic air communication is 
likely to be carried on direct between the 
hig centres of population in America and 
Europe, as the advantage to be gained in 
jumping off from Ireland, in view of the 
speed the air liner is likely to attain, 
would be insignificant. . This method of 
travel. at best, never will appeal to any 
but the monied traveller with a penchant 
for thrills—at least, in our time. 


ANCHOR IN THE SEA. 


In the meanwhile the sea route—the 
popular route—is ours. for the taking. 
The success of the Galway experiment 
should leave no doubt in our minds as to 
the feasibility of linking up Europe with: 
one of our western ports by air. There 
has been any doubt about the 
possibility or advisability of linking up 
by surface communication. That com- 
munication already exists, and this, after 
all, is the method of travel which the 
masses will, and must, patronise for many 
decades, if not generations, to come. 

All that is wanted, then, is the port 
accommodation—or rather port facilities— 
and the provision of these is the big 
problem that at times damps the spirit of 
the most ardent advocate of the scheme. 
Jt is a big proposal for a small country 
like ours. It is, as it were, a case of 
embarking on another Shannon Scheme 
before there is any assurance that the first 
one is going to prove a success; and this, 
no doubt, is the way on which the Free 
State Government and many of our people 
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DUBLIN PERFORMANCE OF 
‘**ROMEO AND JULIET.” 


Last night’s broadcast of Gounod’s opera, 
Juliet,” may be regarded as 
marking the opening of the Dublin Broad- 
casting Station’s winter programme of musical 

roductions. Mr. Vincent O’Brien, the 
isusical Director, is arranging to repeat some 
ef the operas that were performed in the 
Studio last year, while among the operas to 
be added to 2RN’s list in the course of this 
season are the most popular works of Pueeini.

Symphony concerts also will be given, and 
among the works being put in rehearsa! is a 
very interesting and brilliant suite by a 
modern Italian composer—Respighi’s ‘* The 
Fountains of Rome.” Whether these concerts 
will be given in a public hall, as in other 
years, is a question yet to be decided. Dublin 
people did not appreciate the value and enjoy- 
ability of these concerts, and the financial 
results were disappointing. 

“ Romeo and Juliet,” an opera which many 
musicians consider at least equal to the same 
composer's “ Faust,’ was given a good per- 
formance. Mr. Vincent O Brien conducted ; 
the Station orchestra was augmented for the 
occasion, and chorus was adequate. 
Threo of the principals were visitors—Miss 
Hilda Roberts (Juliet), Mr. Percy Bar 
(Romeo) and Mr. Glyn Eastman en, et). 
These artists will be singing from 2KN again 
to-night. Also in the cast were Miss we 
Burke, who ““doubled ” the parts of the 
Nurse and the Page; Mr. J. C. Browner 
(Friar Laurence) and Mr. Ww J. Lemass 
(Mercutio). Specially enjoyable parts of the 

rformance were the ensemble passages, to 
which Miss rags bright, ringing soprano 
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look upon the proposal.: Still, it is the 
key to a great opportunity, and no 
enlightened people, in our position, would 
hesitate for a moment about using it. 

Although the scheme has been for a 


long time before the public and the 
subject of much writing and debate, 
nobody so far has ventured into details 


regarding the vital question of organisa- 
tion and finance. Of course, no Govern- 
ment could, or would, guarantee foreign 
capital or countenance foreign contro] in 
an undertaking of this kind, 
itself, therefore, into the question whether 
we have the enterprise and necessary 
resources to carry out the scheme our- 
selves, 

The project is such a big one, and 
linked up with such a multiplicity of 
interests, foreign and domestic, that, 
outside the Government and one other 
body, one could scarcely imagine any 
existing Irish company or business organ- 
isation being in a position to carry it 
through. It is, in short, too big a scheme 
for private enterprise to tackle, in this 
country. On the other hand, it may he 
taken for granted that the Free State 
Government will not favour the organisa- 
tion or management of the scheme as a 
State enterprise, though, if convinced of 
its utility, it might contribute liberally in 
one form or another to the terminal 
harbour part of it. This, however, would 
be through an organisation that had 
considerable resources of its own already 
and the necessary business experience to 
assure efficient working of the overland 
transport and air services. The only 
organisatino that strikes one as being in 
a position to meet all these requirements 
is the Great Southern Railways Company. 


TRANSPORT THE VITAL FACTOR. 


The whole terminal port project hinges 
really on the question of transport, and 
its success or failure will depend largely 
on the quality and variety of the services 
linked up with it. The project is, there- 
fore, essentially one for a big transport 
company to handle. The Great Southern 
Railways Company is the biggest business 
organisation we have now, and is possessed 
of a capital of millions. It has a standing 
in. the financial world which no new Irish 
concern could claim. Moreover, it has 
already taken a big step in the direction 
of ‘‘rationalisation’’ by absorbing, and 
co-ordinating its services with, one ol 
the Jeading omnibus companies. Why 
should it not carry the process of 
‘rationalisation’ still further by estab- 
lishing air services and co-ordinating the 
whole with the British and European 
systems as a link with the Atlantic liner? 

To my mind this would be an ideal 
arrangement, not only for the country, 
but for the railways themselves, if they 
were made the pivot of such organisation. 
The railways have been very badly hit by 
the recent developments in road transport, 
and, blind to the march ol events, they 
delayed action until it was almost too 
late. Will the same story have to be told 
in relation to air transport, or will the 
costly oversight act as a stimulus to action 
on this occasion? In any case, no Trish 
Government can stand by and see the 
railways head for collapse. Every occasion 
for putting traffic in their way, or creating 
new openings for endeavour and enter- 
prise, should be utilised ; and now, at the 
opening of a new era. in transport develop- 
ment, the Free State Government has the 
opportunity, 


RAIL AND AIR. 


A “rationalised,’’ —well-co-ordinated 
| transport system would have in it great 
possibilities for both the railways and the 
country itself. Take the air aspect of it 
alone. It needs no expert to see that, 
in a small country like ours, where 
distances are comparatively insignificant, 
there is little, if any, field for flying 
enterprise. Any development that would 
be worth while must be international. In 
other words, if we are to go into the field 
at all, we must send our aeroplanes, as 
we sent our “Wild Geese,’’ anywhere 
“from Dunkirk to Belgrade.’’ It is idle 
to suggest that a small, unknown 
corporation could do this, even with a 
Government subsidy. Only a big national] 
organisation, with millions behind it, 
could tackle the proposal with any hopes 
of holding its own. If the Government 
intends to subsidise an Irish air establish- 
ment, it should certainly first consider the 
railways and give them the first chance 
of accepting or rejecting it. They alone. 
being an old-established institution, would 
have the public confidence which carries 
the guarantee of being able to attract 
native capital into the enterprise—a thing 
that should be our primary ambition in 
a case like this. 
The case of the terminal harbour scheme 
is similar. What organisation would be 
more interested in the tourist and other 
traffic connected with such a scheme than 
our Irish railways pig vee What 
body would be in a tter position, 
financially and otherwise, to appeal ior 


linking services, or appeal to the 
American traveller, than a body that 1s 
in a position, from one central office, to 
deliver all the goods required? From the 
Government’s point of view, what con- 
fusion and disorganisation would be saved 
if there were one nerve centre through 
which such a multiplicity of interests as 
tourist traffic, transport and one hundred 
and one other national concerns could be 
helped and controlled? 

The moral is obvious. If subsidies are 
to be given for air, sea or any other 
transport, give them to the railways. 
They are Irish—North and South—and in 
this age of ‘‘ rationalisation ” they are our 
one and only hope of big business.

Mr. Dix now stated that on reflection he 
would ask to have the motion postponed for 
some months, in order that they might have 
further information of an expert character on 
the subject with which the bill dealt, Thoy 
required more expert information with regard 
to the existing condition of things, in refo.

If they did 
agree to an adjournment, he suggested that a 
committee should be appointed to investigate 
the matter and report to the Council. —

A friend who has just returned from a 
visit to the West of Ireland tells me that 
she was touched by the almost despairing 
attitude of the fishermen towards the lack 
of success that now attends their arduous 
work. Everywhere she went the verdict 
was the same. ‘‘ The fishin’ is a thing of 
the past,’’ the people said. Day after 
day the boats go out, but too often they 
come back empty. 

The gathering of kelp, however, is a 
different matter, and the price paid for it 
is higher this year than it has been since 
the European War, when it fetched ten 
pounds per ton. Fight pounds is the 
current price for a ton of burned kelp in 
the West, and the fishermen consider that 
it makes up in some little way for their 
fishing disappointments, though it takes 
four tons of good kelp, they say, to produce 
one ton after it has been burned in the 
long, narrow trenches lined with flat 
stones The burning of the kelp has a 
strange effect upon that dank, soft stuff;

This 
deceased friend lay with head slightly 
turned towards the two other occupants, as 
though he still listened to the voices that 
he had loved.

In a statement made before he left 
Mr. Macdonald said that current 
negotiations concerning naval dis- 
armament ha n carried so far 
that they had now to be. brought to 
a wider international stage. 

The moment has come, he stated. 
when ‘the five naval Powers who 
signed the Washington treaties can 
be invited to join, and ensure in 
common a happy issue to the Con- 
ference. If the Conference succeeds. 
it will supply the Preparatory FT 's- 
armament Commission to the League 
of Nations with a substantial con- 
tribution to naval disarmament. 

Mr. Macdonald added that he 
wanted very much to see President 
Hoover once again and meet other 
American public men, many of 
whor- he knew already. 

“ | wish you God speed.” Such 
was the message which the King sent 
to Mr. Macdonald yesterday. 


\ TELEGRAM FROM THE 


The Prime Minister went from No. 10 
Downing street to Waterloo, where he 
caught the 8.40 boat train for Southamp 
ton 

Before entering the train Mr. Macdonald 
made the following statement to a Press 
Association reporter :— 

| am looking forward very much to 
my visit to the United States and Canada, 
and to the renewal of old and the making 
of new friendships there. w 

“ But, of course, this is an official visit, 
and is concerned with public affairs. I do 
not. as T have already said, expect my 
stay in Washington to lead to spectacular 
developments as the result of continued 
negotiations. One reason for this is that 
the current negotiations concerning naval 
disarmament have been carried so far that 
they have now to be brought to a wider 
international stage. 

Before there could be any progress in 
naval disarmament it was necessary for 
Washington and London to devise means 
for terminating the deadlock which hada 
arisen between them at the Geneva Con- 
ference in 1927. 

IT am glad to say that we have made 
such good progress in this work that the 
moment has come when the five naval 
Powers who signed the Washington 
treaties Can be invited to join and ensure 
In common a happy issue to a conference. 

“If all goes well a five-Power Confer- 
ence will be held early in the New Year. 

“If it succeeds, it will supply the 
Vreparatory Disarmament Coimmission of 
the League of Nations with a substantial 
contribution to naval disarmament. 

‘The Preparatory Commission would 
then be free to proceed with its general 
work, and it will later on be possible for 
tiie League of Nations to summon the 
General Disarmament Conference of all 
the nations, towards which it has Jong 
been working. 

Such briefly is the situation regarding 
disarmament. 

WANTS TO SEE PRESIDENT. 

But that is not the only :mpulse that 
moves me to go to America. 
“ “J want very much to see President 
Hoover once again, and meet other 
American public men, many of whom I 
know already. 

“We have so much work to do in co- 
operation, which cannot be done unless we 
understand and have contidence in each 
other. 

“The history of the Anglo-American 
naval situation during the past three years 
proves, il proof is needed, that the closest 
possible understanding between the two 
nations is of the greatest importance, not 
only for those nations, but for the world. 

‘I have always felt that persona! con- 
tact between those actually responsible for 
covernment in Washington and London is 
essential, if that understanding is to be 
developed as fully as all wish it to be. 

“ Both nations have a great réle to play 
in the advancement not only of disarma- 
ment, but of many other democratic and 
moral issues with which their history is 
associated, 

‘l am off in the hope of being able to 
do something to narrow the Atlantic.”

Walking with Miss Ishbel Macdonald, 
the Prime Minister made his way through 
the cheering throng on the platform.

GENERAL DAWES AT STATION. 

One of the first to shake hands with the 
Premier and wish him ben voyage was 
General Dawes, the American Ambassador, 
while a large number of Mr. Macdonald’s 
colleagues in the Cabinet was there to 
see him off. These were Mr. Wedgwood 
Benn. Lord Thomson, Mr. Tom Shaw, 
Mr. Noel Buxton and Mr. Adamson. Mr. 
Arthur Henderson was represented by Mr. 
Noel Baker. M.P., and Lord Passfield by 
Sir Harry Batterbee. 

After a few minutes Mr. Maeidenald 
and his daughter stepped on one side to 
face a battery of Press cameras, and this 
was the signal for a fresh outburst of 
cheering, which was kept up until the 
train steamed out. 

Miss Ishbel was presented with a bunch 
of white chrysanthemums and a sprig of 
white heather, which she wore in her coat.

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GERMAN OATS IN 
INGLAND. 


HOW IRELAND IS 


AFFECTED. . 


SERIOUS POSITION FOR 
FARMERS.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


A very serious position has arisen for 
Irish farmers in consequence of the un- 
restricted import of German oats into 
Great Britain. From inquiries which I 
have made I find that German oats have 
made Irish oats unsaleable in. England 
and on the Continent. Record low prices 
have been taken for Irish oats, while 
German oats of superb quality are 12s, 3d. 
per barrel delivered at English ports and 
12s. 6d. per barrel delivered at Dublin. 

Owing to the heavy shipments of bounty- 
fed German oats, and also because of the 
favourable season, there is a big supply of 
oats on the English and Continental 
markets. The subsidy, or bounty, which 
is paid to the merchant, and eventually 
to the farmer, on German oats that are 
exported is 8s. 4d. per quarter of £2 15s. 
per ton. 

In France there is a duty of £1 per ton 
on oats, and the French Government is 
considering the question of subsidising 
French oats and wheat that are to be 
exported. 

Many German grain exporters, instead 
of taking the bounty in cash, let it go 
against the duty on maize. which they are 
thus enabled to import duty free. Where 
the export duty is taken in cash the 
srower receives his proportion, and is thus 
encouraged to cater for export. 


TRADE AT STAND-STILL. 

The trade in new oats this season has 
been virtually brought to a stand-still. 
Some idea of the menace may be gathered 
from the fact that a thousand tons of 
German oats have been bought for ship- 
ment to Ireland in January next. This 
resembles carrying coals to Newcastle, 
because in normal years the annual 
average. export of oats from the Irish 
Free State amounts to 50,000 tons. Oats 
yrown in Northern Ireland are used for 
making oatmeal, virtually none being ex- 
ported. } 

Mr. Edward Fitzgerald, Dublin, whose 
firm is probably the largest shipper of 
grain in the Irish Free State, informed 
me that they cannot sell a bag of oats 
across the water now. Meantime, he said, 
oats are. 25 per cent. under pre-war value. 
“You can buy black oats for Qs. per 
barrel, compared with 1ls. pre-war, while 
white oats to-day are quoted Ills. per 
barrel, Dublin, against 13s. pre-war.’’ 

English and Scottish farmers are feeling 
the pressure severely, and protest meetings 
have been held in Lincolnshire, Suffolk, 
Edinburgh and other. places, demanding 
that the importation of German grain be 
prohibited. 

Stores in Dublin are full of Canadian 
oats, admittedly of second-rate quality, 
which cannot be sold at even a modest 
profit. 

The consumption of oats in. Dublin, 
owing to the increasing use of the motor 
since the war, is 20 per cent. less than 
pre-war requirements, and a similar 
remark applies to almost every large town. 

As to the barley crop, the outlook is not 
promising. There is an abundant crop on 
the Continent, German barley being largely 
used in the breweries of Northern France. 
The English demand is small owing to the 
greatly reduced consumption of beer, and 
the English native crop is ample for 
brewers’ requirements. 

“What is wrong with this country,” 
declared Mr. Fitzzerald, “is the importa- 
tion of maize. We pay Argentina four 
millions a year for maize, and only export 
to that country £67 worth. | 

“This maize is coming into Ireland at 
£11 per ton. Here are our own oats only 
worth £6 per ton, and our barley for 
export worth about £7. 

“Would it not be possible.” added Mr. 
Fitzgerald, “to put a tax on maize and 
apply the money to a bounty on the 
export of oats, as Germany does? If 
farmers see that they can get £1 per ton 
more for their oats or barley, it will do 
more to increase the area under those crops 
than anv amount of talk.”’

The general comment in political 
quarters on the Foreign Office communiqué 
regarding the conversations with the 
Soviet representative is that its meaning 1s 
not easy to guess, and that the stagé now 
reached in the conversations’ is obscure.

THE HEIMWEHR. 


BODY NOT AIMING 
AT A ~~ POTSCH.” 
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From FEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Friday. 

The new Austrian Government met 
Parliament for the first time to-day under 
the leadership of Herr Schober, the former 
Chief of Police. 

The opening of to-day’s sitting of the 
Chamber of Deputies, at which the new 
Chancellor (Herr Schober) expounded the 
programme of his Government, was 
delayed for nearly two hours, owing, it is 
understood, to a last moment revision of 
the references to the Heimwehr (the 
Fascist organisation) contained in his 
speech. 

The Herr Schober 
twenty-five minutes, and was often. in- 
terrupted by loud cheers from the 
Majority, who support the new Govern- 
ment. The Socialist Opposition listened 
to his statement of policy in silence. His 
references to the burning questions of the 
Heimwehr and the reform of the Consti- 
tution were greetéd with loud applause. 

Herr Schober referred to the desire that 
had «arisen among the population for 
changes in the Constitution and the 
Administration, and said that the move- 
ment had become a strong national one, 
which the Government of a democratic 
State could not ignore, even although its 
representatives were not members of the 
Government. 


OBJECTS OF THE HEIMWEHR. 

Referring to the Heimwehr, he said 
that the movement was to be attributed 
to the events of July, 1927. Blameless 
men from all classes of the population 
belonged to the Heimwehr. Recognising 
that many public institutions urgently 
needed reforming, the parliamentary 
handling of such questions had hitherto 
been so dilatory and unsatisfactory that 
the demand for reforms had become ever- 
more stormy. 

To represent this movement of 1927 as 
aiming at a “ putsch’’ (coup d’état) was 
wrong and unjust. Moreover, it hatl’ led 
to an entirely false~icea of Austria’s in- 
ternal conditions abroad. He emphatically 
denied the report circulated abroad. that 
this was a movement aiming at a revolu- 
tion by force. 


FORCES OF STATE ADEQUATE. 

As a consequence of the passionate 
public discussion doubt had arisen regard- 
ing the maintenance of» peace. and: order 
in the country. He declared that the 
forces of the State were strong, completely 
reliable and adequate, and capable in 
every way of dealing with dangers of this 
nature. 

Herr Schober outlined the Government’s 
proposals for the reform of the Constitu- 
tion, which, he said, included the position 
of the President of the Republic, the 
settlement of the police question, the 
cleansing of the Law Courts from political 
influences, and the revision of the status 
of the capital and of the financial agree- 
ment between the State and the provinces. 


FOREIGN POLICY. 

In foreign policy the Government would 
tollow the traditional line of friendship 
with all countries, particularly with 
Austria’s neighbours. The logical sequence 
of that policy was the preservation of 
neutrality and aloofness from alliances. 

Austfia would refrain from a hostile 
policy towards any State. The Govern- 
ment repudiated war as an instrument of 
State policy, and would support every 
effort made by the various countries among 
themselves to substitute right for might, 
and bring a more just, reasonable and 
peaceful spirit to prevail in Europe. 

LOYALTY TO GERMAN REICH, 

In this policy, the Chancellor said, the 
Government realised that it was at one 
with the German Reich, by whom Austria 
remain loyal in fair or foul

BANK RATE RAISED.

' CORK, Friday, 

It is now fourteen months since Presi- 
dent Cosgrave laid the foundation stone of 
the Dairy Science Institute of University 
College, Cork. 

During this period the builders have 
been faced with difficulties in obtaining 
materials, snd also with labour troubles ; 
but, withal, rapid progress has been made, 
and the initial portion of their task is 
now virtually completed. This consti- 
tutes the wing in which the practical side 
of the studies will be conducted under the 
most modern conditions. 

When I was shown over this building 
to-day by Mr. William Fleming I found 
that some of the most up-to-date 
machinery devised for the dairying in- 
dustry had already been installed, and the 
equipment of this model creamery will be 
completed within the next few months. 

Facilities are provided to cover every 
department of dairying, and, in addition 
to actual floor space of almost two hundred 
square yards in the main creamery, there 
are several cold storage chambers for 
cheese and butter, together with students’ 
rooms, stores, garage, etc., and a raised 
platiorm has been constructed to receive 
delivery of milk direct to the churns. 


NOT A COMMERCIAL COMPETITOR. 


Despite the completeness of this equip- 
ment, it is not intended that the project 
should become an economic proposition by 
entering into commercial competition with 
other creameries, throughout. the country. 
Rather would their work assuthe a more 
national importance, for, as I was in- 
formed by the President of the College, 
Professor P. J. Merriman, ‘their work 
would be largely of a research nature, 
under the supervision of the Department 
of Agriculture. 

In addition, therefore, to training 
students on the scientific and practical 
sides of dairying, various problems which 
may. crop up from time to time in the 
industry will be investigated by experts. ~ 

The creamery forms a valuable adjunct 
to the dairy farm at present run in con: 
nection with the College in Cork, and 
completes a ‘‘ sister ” scheme to the Free 
State Government's Agricultural College 
at Glasnevin, Dublin, completing the 
educational system in the most important 
industry in this country. 


STUDENTS FROM NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


The increasing value of dairying is 
demonstrated by the. interest taken in 
this faculty at University College, Cork, 
by the Government of Northern Ireland, 
who have arranged that their students 
should be trained in this work at Cork. 

One important feature is that. the new 
Dairy Science Institute, although some- 
what removed from the main portion of 
the College, 1s executed in complete har- 
mony with the remainder of the buildings. 
sike the University, it is constructed of 
Cork limestone, and when finished will go 
a long way towards the relief of that 
congestion under which the institution 
has been labouring for some years. 
This important extension to the College 
gives the people of Munster further cause 
for their justifiable pride in the College. 

Formerly known as one of the three 
Queen’s Colleges established in this 
country under the conciliation policy of 
Sir Robert Peel, the University College, 
Cork, is now a constituent college of the 
National University of Ireland. Standing 
in its own beautiful and extensive grounds 
just outside the city, this magnificent 
example of Tudor Gothic architecture is 
one of the show places of the town. Even 
the earlier buildings bear favourable 
comparison with the sister colleges set up 
at Galway and Belfast, but probably this 
has provided the ground for the story 
that through some mistake the plans for 
the buildings at Cork and Belfast were 
transposed. 

Professor Merriman is inclined to 
accept the truth of this statement. ‘‘ One 
could blame the Government of that 
time for giving preference to Belfast,” he 
said to me this evening. ‘* That would be 
a natural proceeding,’ he added, “' but, 
for some reason or another, we in Cork 
have secured the most beautiful build- 


ine.” 


FROM OUR SPECIAL 


SEEDS OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Professor Merriman conducted me 
through the -beautiful gardens and 
grounds overlooking one of the arms of 
the River Lee, where tradition has it that 
the earliest school of learning in the 
South of Ireland was established by Saint 
Finn Barr. Here it was that the patron 
saint sowed the first seeds of Christianity 
in this corner of Ireland. The cave in 
which he dwelt forms the site of the 
College, and this early association is 
fittingly commemorated by thd inscription 
on the arms, ‘‘ Where Finn Barr taught, 
let Munster learn.’’ 

In recalling these facts, Professor 
Merriman said that the establishment of 
the Dairy Science Faculty had inspired 
one of the medical students to the 
facetious suggestion that the substitution 
of the word ‘‘churn “ for “ learn ” would 
be more suitable. “We do not intend 
making the desired alteration,’’ added the 
President smilingly. 

Probably the one great blemish has 
been the lack of an entrance to the 
College in keeping with the dignity of the 
city, since the bridge at the Western road 
gate was swept away in 1917. Obstacles 
have now been overcome, and an imposing 
entrance will be completed within the 
next few months. This new main 
entrance will be at the corner of Dono- 
van's road and Western road, and it is 
in keeping with the dignity of this struc- 
ture that the long, winding avenue to the 
College, which was more suitable for the 
carriages, broughams and horse-drawn 
vehicles of the last century, has been 
widened to meet the requirements and 
developments of the motor traffic of this 
faster age.

TREATY.

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on ' The Waid and the Treaty,’ says : — 
It was lateseen, when the treaty was 
negotiated, that the quasi-dictatorial posi- 
tion of Mahmud Pasha, who has governed 
without Parliament for nearly thirteen 
months, made it the more necessary to 
obtain the verdict of the Egyptian repre- 
sentative bodies upon the new proposal. 
In the Notes exchanged between Mr. 
Henderson and the . Egyptian Prime 
Minister on August 3rd, it was agread 
that the last word should be leit to the 
Parliaments of the two countries; but it 
is certain that, thanks to the superior 
organisation of the Wafd, any freely- 
elected Egyptian Parliament would still 
contain a Wafdist majority. It is equally 
certain that the animosity with which 
Nahas Pasha and the leaders of the Wafd 
regard Mahmud Pasha makes it im- 
probable, to say the least, that they will 
permit him to gain the prestige that would 
accrue to the successful negotiator of a 
treaty reconciling the national aspirations 
of the Egyptians, so far as they can be 
reconciled, with the vital necessities ol 
the British Empire. 

The Wafdist leaders have refused to 
join a coalition of all parties, even under 
another Prime Minister than Mahmud 
Pasha. They have insisted that the treaty 
shall not be made the issue of the parlia- 
mentary elections; they have declined to 
express any opinion concerning it, save 
“under the dome of the Chamber of 
Deputies.” How far these declarations 
‘represent the final decision of Nahas 
Pasha, and those more extreme members 
of his party who exercise an undoubted 
ascendancy over him, is naturally un- 
certain. There is a faint. hope from the 
Wafdist leader§’’ expected audience with 
King Fuad, who desires the formation of 
a Coalition Ministry. ‘It is barely possible 
that those more moderate Wafdists who 
approve of the treaty may make their 
voices heard in the councils of their party. 
But it would be rash to build upon the 
unsubstantial foundation of vague hopes, 
and there is good reason to believe that 
the British Government has no illusions, 
though members of the Labour Party may 
still enjoy them, as to the fate of 
the treaty at the hands of the Wafd. 
While Nahas Pasha and his circle in 
Egypt express no official opinion on its 
terms, Wafdist propagandists in Egypt, 
on the Continent, and in this country 
make it clear that they regard it simply 
as “a basis for further negotiations.’’ In 
other words, the Egyptian Oliver—a robust 
and vocal stripling—is asking for more, 
and refuses to believe that the British 
Government have said their last word. 


BETTER THAN THE BEST. 


The Wafd will allow no other party to 
take, or to share in, the. credit of. the 
treaty ; but its chiefs, if they really desire 
an early settlement of the Anglo-Egyptian 
question, feel that they must win prestige 
by obtaining better terms than the best. 
It is just possible that the Wafdist chiefs 
prefer to postpone a settlement. At 
present they lead unquestionably the 
strongest party in the country. They can 
probably reduce their own moderates to 
silence and obedience by threatening to 
call them traitors and exposing them to a 
variety of vexations and even of dangers. 
They believe that, even if Mahmud Pasha 
decides to postpone the public considera- 
tion of the treaty, they can renew 
their agitation in favour of an early 
return to parliamentary government in 
more favourable. circumstances. They 
know, too, that the ohjeet for which the 
Wafd was formed was the independence of 
Egypt, and it has been suggested that a 
treaty which was accepted by an Egyptian 
Parliament as a final settlement would 
have the result of depriving the Wafd of 
its sole political platform—in fact, of its 
reason for existing at all. It is also 
signaftcant that, while some Coptic leaders 
support the treaty, the majority of the 
Wafdist members of that astute and 
influential minority are known to have 


enough—and, perhaps, 
matter of minorities it 
gives too much. .. But, whatever the cause, 
the attitude’ of the Wafd does not 
encourage the belief that the treaty will 
be steered safely and speedily into port. 

If, to pursue the metaphor, it must 
anchor in the swell outside Alexandria 
till such time as the Wafdists decide what 
new concessions they should. claim, the 
prospect is no more satisfactory. An 
oficial British statement, that the latest 
concessions aré really the last, might be 
disregarded, but, at lcast, there could 
then be no question of any misunder- 
standing of the nature of the generous 
offer made to Mahmud Pasha.

From Over Portticat CorRESPONDENT. 

Discussing, last month, the programme 
of the forthcoming Experts’ Conference of 
the Imperial Conference, I alluded to the 
belief entertained in Free State official 
circles that this Assembly would assume 
more the character of a plenary Conference 
than the mere convention of experts or 
permanent officials originally intended. 

The plenary or Imperial Conference 
proper, it should be explained, is not due 
to meet until the spring of next year, and 
next month’s Assembly is designed more 
or less to pave the way for it, by consider- 
ing and reporting on certain important 
questions left aside by the last plenary 
Conference for ‘‘expert’’ deliberation. 


THE KING’S ASSENT. 

One of these questions was the right of 
the King to withhold or reserve assent, in 
certain circumstances, from legislation 
passed by a Dominion Parliament. 
Another question related to the operation 
of existing merchant shipping legislation. 
At present Dominion merchant shipping is 
regulated almost, if not exclusively, lv 
legislation of the British Parliament, and 
some of the Dominions, chiefly Australia 
and Canada, find this arrangement, if not 
anomalous, extremely inconvenient. 

Officially phrased, the function of the 
Experts’ Conference was, so far as one re- 
calls, to devise means whereby the laws cf 
the mother Parliament could be brought 
into harmony with constitutional practice. 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

The terms of reference for the Conler- 
ence were, however, wide enough to in- 
clude consideration of many important 
questions in which Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern 
ment had a very vital interest, notuabl 
the question of the right of appeal from 
Dominion Courts to the Privy Council. 
Such important issues as these the 
Executive Council did not feel disposed to 
leave to permanent officials, and, accor! 
ingly, it intimated its intention to lhe 
represented directly by one or more ol iis 
Ministers at the Conference. 

An exchange of communications “with 
the other Dominions seemed to foster the 
belief that they, too, considered the sub- 
jects for discussion sufficiently important 
to warrant the direct attendance of their 
responsible Ministers. It was conse- 
quently hoped that the October assembly 
would be rather a plenary conference, 
which would make direct decisions on the 
various issues that might be raised, than 
a purely technical conference of experts 
or Officials. 


A PREPARATORY CONFERENCE. 

It is gathered now that next month's 
conference is to be a merely preparatory 
conference, after all. None of. the 
Dominion Premiers will be present. 
Australia’s principal representative will 
be Mr. Harrison Moore, who, while he 
holds no official post in the Common- 
wealth, has represented it at Geneva. 
Sir James Parr, the High Commissioner 
of New Zealand in London, will represent 
New Zealand, and Canada’s chief repre- 
sentative will be Mr. Lapointe, the 
Minister of Justice. The name of the 
South African delegate is not yet known. 

The Free State delegation will be 
headed by Mr. McGilligan, Minister for 
External . Affairs, who will be accom- 
panied by Mr. Joseph Walshe, Secretary 
of the Department, and Mr, Diarmuid 
O’Hegarty, Secretary of the Executive 
Council, 

THE AGENDA. 

Whatever agenda is eventually framed 
for the conference, it is fairly certain that 
it will not be of the very comprehensive 
or highly important scope originally 
envisaged by official circles in Dublin, and, 
while its deliberations will, no doubt, be 
of an interesting nature, they are not 
likely to result in conclusions of any 
finality. Definite decisions, it may be 
taken, will be left to the plenary Confe 
ence in the Spring. 

The forthcoming Assembly meets in 
London on the 8th October. Its delibera- 
tions are expected to last about a month.
